After breakfast Mr. Covode took me to the
Capitol, snd the first person I met was J. W.
Forney, then editor of the Philadelphia Press,
and also Secrotary of the Senate, to whom I was
introdoced by Mr. Covode. Mr. Forney im-

me most favorabiy: in truth, 1 felt
more at home with him than with my old
friend Covode—probably becanse Mr. Forney
hiad the soquired art of drawing out his sab-
Seots, amd wus more compeient to practice the
sunve gentleman than was the sturdy, honest
old John. I was, for a time, taken in charge
by Mr. Foroey, who in turn introduced me to
several Senators, among the rest the Hon.
Edgur Cowan, of Pennsylvania. I remember
Mr. Forney saying in an aside to Senator
Cowan und the others to whom I was intro-
duced: * He is a capital sulject.” Mr. Forney
did me another valoable serviee st this time.
Of course 1 had no money. 1 had been depend-
ing upon the penerous pocketbook of my good
friend Barker. Isoon made Mr. Covede ac-
usinted with my circumstances by s request
or some immedinte and active service in the
field in which I could ears my own support

M7y, Foruey had a clerk make out some sort
of & “voucher,” which I think must have been
for mileage and witness fees ; any way, another
olerk cashed the paper for me, and in this way
1 was furnishied a( onee with guite a nice little
pile of crisp, new greenbucks from the Secre-
tary of Lthe nenule.

Thus it will be seen that throughthe
mansgement of Mr, Forney the entire West-
ern Peuusyivania delegation, including the
Demoeratic Senator, |Cowan, of Greensburg,)
hiad been 1terested in my report, |

As 1 have before stuted 1 paid bat little at-
tention 1o these detailz at the time. I had but
oue reguest, and that was that Ishould be com- |
missioned as & Second Lisntenaut iu the Rega-
lar cavalry service, and detailed on the Gen-
eral Staff in active feld service. I wanted to |
go at once to the field, and carcd but little for |
the “effect of my festimony 7 before the com- l
mittes, or pecuninry reward for the service.

Mr. Forney suid in his plensantway, that was
so gratefol to me that I bave npol forgotten a I
word of it: * Why, certainly ; you must bave
that at lesst. if wot more.™ Bat, turning to |
Covode, be coutinned: *Curtin can do better
than that for ns”

Covode thought anything whatever that 1
wanted conld be done; bol be sugeested kindly
that it would be better for me not to take a |
opmmwission in the veluntecer regiments of wy
own Siate of Pennsylvanis, because 1 shounid
bave to be put in overthe hieads of some others,
and that weuld make it unpleasant for me per-
sonally.

I agreed with Mr. Covode héeartily in that
I had been in the rebel service long enough to |
get that this sortof thing didn’t work there;

I felt that a great load had been taken off
wy shoulders in this one day; that the secrets
of my trip, which I had beeu carrying around
with me among rebels and friends for months,
bad been safely deposited with the Govern-
ment, and that 1 was at last free and could do
as I pleased once more,

1 had worn the rebel uniform to the Capitol
and into the committee room, and given my tes-
timony standing at * attention ™ in it.

In giving my full testimony to the Commit-
tea on the Conduct of the War, I had no
thought of antagonizing the War Department.
My sceret service was, in a manner, “ irregalar,”
and instead of reporting direct to the War
Office or to a General in the field, I was in-
duced to give the story to a comimittee that
was investigating both. In this way it was
not “suppressed " in anybody’'s interest, bot
it afterwards had the effect of antagoniziug
certain War Department defectives against my
subsequent services, as will be scen further on.

The first thing that 1 did with some of the
money which had been given me was to trim
wyself out from head to foot in the best suoit
of clothes that 1 could find in Washington
ready made. But I preserved the uniform for
futore use, The next number on the program
was to take my brotherand some of his friends
to * Gauotier's,” which was then the celebrated
French restaurant—or Chamberlain's of to-day
—in Washington, where we indulged in a gener-
eus layout.

My return wvisit to Washington was some
time in April or May, 1562, I cannot recall
with avy degree of certainty the length of t-iEIlE
I spent in the city at the time, On one point
1 am safe enough—that is, that I wasobliged to
tarry longer than I wished, It wasatba time
when the Spring military operations were be-
ingstarted, slowly enough, by McClellan's great
Army of the Potomse.

The War Department of 1862 was a desolate
looking old affair, built in something after the
architectural siyle of the four-story barracks
wo set in a well-kept arsenal reservation, On
th second floor a long corridor extended from
one end of the building 1o the other. running
enst and west, on each side of which were the
rovius of the principal Chiefs. In the south-
east corner, nearest to the White House, was
the Hecretary’s spartments, with the location
uf which I was somewhat familiar because of
sowe previons long * waits " and mighty short
interviews with Mr. Cameron when lie was Sec-
relury.,

Om thi, visit, as before, T found in this cor-
ridor leag rows of prople seated along the wall.
There were ladies and gentlemen of all kinds,
blustering officers, and & fow sick-looking sol-
diers, big fal contraciors elbowing thin-faced
Jewish sutlers, Uongressmen, and in fact all
sorts of people; aund it is safe to suy that every
one of them had beon thers for hiours, perbaps
days, and, may be, in some cases, weeks pre-
vious, wiiting their turn for an opportunity to
got to tulk to the Seeretary on their own busi-
ness, which, of course, was wore important
thaun anybody elsc’s

There was an Irish soldier of the Regular
Anuy, in citizen's dress, on duty at the outside
When 1 saw all
this gang there abedd of me I was, to say the
least, stunned; but, profiting by past experi-
ence, 1 made a break for the Becretary's ollice,
where I was stopped by the Orderly, who de-
manded my business, I was in a rebel uniform,
but the Onderly didn't notice that; his orders
were ol W admit anybody at that time, I
showed him my letter, saying with an assuwmp-
tion of importance that 1 was sent to the Sse-
retiry by Senator Cowsn to present it person-
aily. A Senutor's, especially a Demoeratie
Seuator's, request was really of greater weight
than balf & dozen common Congressmen ; be-
cause, you know, it was mportant just then
that the Government should conciliste the
loyal Democrats in Congress,

The feliow on duty took 4 eard, wrote the
Sinator's name nod my own gn it, and invited
me 1o & vacaut chair luside of the Secretary's
office. Thoere were

ROWS OF PEOPLE
sitting slongside the wall in there also, just as
there were oul in the corridor. But I had gaived
oue point; I was in the inner cirele, at least.

I had pever seen Secretary Stunton before,
and was not nearly 8o anxious to see hiw after
that #s I had been before the visit, I need not
describe Mr. Stanton. He losked just exactly
as his pictures show him; in fact, his has al-
wuys struck me a8 being one of the best like-
nesses that I have seen of all those great men,
He was not so tall a5 one would judge from
looking at & picture of his face. When I saw
him, be stood at msmall, high de=k, located a lit-
tie to one side of the room, and occupied, very
wuch to my mind, the position of a school-
teacher before an old-fashioned pulpit. The
desk itsell was a plain, sqoare, long-legged
affair, precisely such a3 we used to see our
teachers stand behind, or more recently sue-
tivueers ab street sales, ‘The sitters on the
anxious-benches all sround the front portion
of this room, with their serious, watchful faces,
holped the illusion that I was in the presence
of u lecturer or Judge, awaiting my tvrn for
sentences like the rest of the culprits.

After the attendant found me a'chair along-
side of & neat, nstty-looking yglng officer in
uniform on oue hand, and a big, fat Cou
twan on the other, he laid with the

s desk withopt

Senstor's name, on Mr. Btan:
speaking » word, and crept out of the room on
u;g toes, as if Le had been trying to steal some-
thing, : '

The Secretary was then standing beside his
pulpit, talking in his earnest, positive way to
some old gentleman; he was so intent on this
business that he never once deigned to look at
my card when it was left on his table. Of
course we did not overhear the conversation
between the Secrctary and his visitor, and be-
ing at a loss for something to do, I turned to
the yvoung officer beside me and said something
to kim as to the prospect for a talk with the
Sceretary. He replied, in a very polite way,
that he had been waiting for hours for a single
word; that with him it was a question of life
and death, but he conldn't gét an audience un-
til the Secretary calted his name from tho
carids on his desk.

The young man had so impressed me by his
serious manner that I became curidns to know
his errand, which he explained in & whispered
conversation, to the effect that he wus just
from the bedside of a dying father, on Lis wuy
to rejoin his command ; his leave baving ex-
pired he had stopped at Washiugton, and upon
the indorsement of influentinl Cougressmen he
bad called to ask the Secretary to extend his
leave, so that Le might be at his father's bed-
gide, and perhaps bury him before finally leay-
ing for the armny. The oflicer told me all of
this in a trembling voice, while his eves were
filled with tears. I felt 2o much sympathy for
him that 1 offered to give him my time if my
name shonld be called before his, At my ur-
gent suggestion, and perbups improperly, when
the old geotleman was abont to leave the See-
retary, the young oflicer approached Mr. Stan-
ton, who bluntly demunded his name. Then
looking over his file of papers tosce his in-
dorsers, the young fellow, in the most genteel
and effective way, stated his'wishes to the See-
retary. 1 shall never, never forget the harsh
words Mr. Stanton spoke on that oceasion ; they
“sauk as .deeply into my heart,” perhaps, as
they did also into that of the young officer.

“1 eannot extend your leave, but

I WILL ACCEFT YOUR RESIGNATION!"
As he said this he handed buck to the officer
the papers he had filed, in a contempteons sort
of way, as if anxions to have him go away.
Glaucing him over briefly, the Secretary turued
to look after the next victim on his list.

The officer mildly protested, saying: “ Why,
Mr. Secretary, 1 do not want to leave the serv-
ice; I merely want to spend the last days——"

Here he was ronghly interrupied by Mr,
Stanton, who repeated in an angry tone, 50
that all conld hear: * I'll accept your resigna-
tion, sir; that's all.”

The poor fellow would not counsent to be
driven from the sorvice in this way, even to
attend his father's last wishes. When he re-
turned to pick up his hat, which had been left
on the chair beside me, his face was white and
his hands trembled so that he could searcely
take hold of hLis hat. 1 assisted him, and to-
gether we left the Secretary’s offics in decp
disgust. I had had enough for one day, On re-
porting the incident to Mr. Covode and others,
they only mildly langhed at my indignation,
while they expressed the cold-blooded opinion
that it was only one of Stanton's ordinary
jokes.

After this I was more than ever anxious to
get out of Washington, and began to feel that
1 would be willing to take anything at all that
sivored of active service in the field, being
perfectly content to leave my personal business
with Mr, Stanton in the hands of my friends.

It was decided nmong thewm all that T should
be taken to the White House 1o se¢ Mr, Lineola
persopally, All the arrangements for this visit
were made, a8 nearly as 1 can recollect, with-
out consulting me about it in any way at all.
It was generally understood, 1 think, that I
necded somebody to praperiy present my affairs,
and that it was hardly worth while to bother
with me about what was best for me, 1 only
know now that I was told by Mr. Covede te
get ready to accompany bim to the While
House,

“We are all going up in Gen. Moorehead'’s
carriage, and want you to be on hand sure, as
it is bard to get themn all together.”

I didn't know who “them” were npntil 1
came down to his room rigged out ina gy

jacket. While we were wuiting for the car-
ringe to comse around for us Mr, Covade ex-
plained farther: “ We're going to make a de-
mand on the President for your pay out of the
gecret-service fand.”

I had only heard in a general way that any-
thing of this sort was contemplated. I ean say
here sincerely that my only desire and aim
was for a commission in the Regular Army and
a detail on the staff, where I should lave a
chance for active service in the field. While
we waited Mr, Covode explained more lully:
* You are entitled to this. The fund is being
squandered sbamefuolly by certain influences
who are making the President believe that
they are giving him valuable information. We
all know that your serviee and experience has
been of sume practical use, and you are going
to be paid for it, too, in cash as well a8 in pro-
motion,”

He had a way of saving things in a very em-
phatic style when he chose, and when I ex-
pressed my thanks for his interest and proffersd
a remuneration he began to talk bid grammar
at me in soch a8 way that I had to bey off,

Thecurriage ealled ; in it were Senstor Cowaun,
Gen. J. K. Moorchead, Member of Congress, of
Pittsburg; Hon. 8. 8. Blair, of Holidaysburg,
and Hon. John Covode. 1 jumped up with the
conchman, and we made a eharge on the White
House. Before we started off there was a short
but pointed business consultation among them,
Senntor Cowan suggested :

“Now, we had better have an andersiand-
ing before we go up there,”

Gen. Moorehcad agreed that this was neces- |

sary, and when I undertook to muske a sugges-
tion about ‘getting Mr. Linewln to give me a
commission, Covode said in n {atherly way:

¥ Now, you've got to keep guict.”

The rest all thought this quite a fonny re-
mark. When Covede crawled into the curriage
Mr. Moorehead said :

"WELL, WHAT'S THE PROGRAM?"

Covode expleined that it was to be a demand
for pay from the Presidenl's sceretservies
fund.

Mr. Moorehend shrewdly suggested, “ We
kave to appropriate this secret-service money
anyhow.nud our votes will go for this nmount.”

Covode mdmitted that “We bhave given him
hundreds of thousands of dollars for this use
already, which McClellun’s  detectives are
squandering in Washiugton.”

This, ju a general woy, was the plan and
purpose of the visit to Mr. Liucoln on that
date,

It failed, not that the elaim was rejectad by
the President; it was never presented to him
or anybody else. When we reached the White
House woe were informed on the threshold
that the President had tbat day gone to Fort-
ress Monroe,

That ended 1t for that day and for all time,
Soon after I left Washington for another wild
trip. The same crowd was never aeain brought
together in this interest, As I have said, 1 was
not a good manager, and perhiaps neglected my
own interests in this respeet,

I have to show my childreu, however, what
is denrer to me than gold—a eominission as a
Sceond Licotenant, signed by A. Lincoln and
E. M. Stanton on parchment. That will re-
wain for all time on the war records of my
country.

A few days after this visit—the date of which
may be fxed by 4 reference to the books, which
will indicate the time of Mr. Lincoln's visit to
Furtress Monroe—I saw Mr. Stanton personally,
but only for 8 mowent., I found that he was
not such & dreadful perzon after all, as [ ex-
pected to find him.

Befors leaving Washington again for the
Virginia front, I must tell of some other inter-
views with prominent officials, not that they
were at all interesting in themselves, but prin-
cipaliy because of their bearing on some of the
events which followed,

As I have herctofore stated, my brother
Spencer was employed in the War Department
as a confidential telegraph operator.

Mr., T. T. Eckert, who is now the agent for
Jay Gould in the management of his telegraph
iuterests, and occupies the importsut position
of First Vice-President and General Manager
of all the Western Union Company’s lines, was
during the war the head or munsger of the
War Department telegmph at Washington. He
was known as the “Major,” in charge of the
military telegraphs, though ostensibly Gen, An-
